Still murmuring her story almost 
tnaudibly, Mra. Stokes seemed to 
have discarded her pose of the em- 
barrassed school girl. Spectators 
could not doubt the twitching of 
the gloved fingers, the trembling red 
lips, the uncontrolled movéments of 
the slender figure. Once her blue 
eyes blinked until the long lashes 
were wet. Momentarily spectators 
expécted to see her crumple in un- 
restrained sobbing. But she went 
on, and at the end of the day only 
black shadows under her eyes told of 
the ordeal.

Linked with her story of brutal- 
ity is Tom Stokes, brother of the 
husband. She quotes him as saying 
that W. E. D. Stokes did not care for 
her and “wanted to go back to his 
first wife (Mrs. Philip Lydig) ever 
since 1911, when she wrote him.”

T HE Pennsylvania Railroad 
Co. today reduced its quar- 
2 terly dividend to 1 per cent. 
The decrease is a quarterly 
reduction of % per cent. This 
is the first time in 22 years the 
Pennsylvania has reduced the 
annual dividend basis below 6 
per cent. 
Since 1899 it has paid 6 per 
cent annually, with the excep- 
tion of 1904, when it paid 6% 
and in 1907, when it returned 7 
per cent. For seven years prior 
to 1899 the dividends were 5 per 
cent.

HATTIESBURG, Muiss., April 27.— 


A tornado hit the town of Braxton 
yesterday afternoon and demolished 


every business house except the 
bank. 
Reports from Mendenhall, the 


county seat of Simpson County, in 
which Braxton is situated, said eight 
persons had been killed and a num- 
ber injured. 

Braxton is a town of about 600 in- 
habitants on the Gulf & Ship Island 
Railroad, 30 miles from Jackson. 


The community was virtually 
swept out of existence, a heap of 
smoking ruins and hardly a stand- 
ing structure marking the town aite 
today. The storm struck with a 
great roar, and the twisting winds 
hurtled the little town almost into 
ruins. 

Survivors struggled to the town of 
D’'Lo, where they gave first word of 
the disaster. Railroad officials there 
spread the news and the work of 
rescue and aid was rushed forward 
and State troops sent to take charge. 

A train loaded with tents, nurses, 
soldiers and doctors left Jackson for 
the scene of the disaster last nigh. 
In the meantime practically all of 
those more seriously hurt had bem

COOK STOVE OPERATED 24 
HOURS A DAY ON SUN HEAT 


Described as “Concave, 
Parabolic Cylindric Reflector’ 
Yet a Luxury. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 327.—Aé4- 
vantages of the Old So] cook stove 
operated 24 hours a day on sun heat 
alone were explained to the National 
Academy of Sciences here yesterday 
by Dr. C. G. Abbott of the Smith- 
sonian Institution. The device was 
as yet a luxury, he admitted, but 
added that Mrs. Abbott had done 
everything but fry on the solar cook 
stove at Mount Wilson, Cal. He dis- 
played a can of beans, saying they 
were solar cook stove canned, looked 
good and “tasted better.” 

The apparatus, Dr. Abbott said, 
was a “concave, parabolic, cylindric 
reflector” through which ran a tube 
of ordinary cylinder oil to absorb 
heat from the reflector and apply it 
to the cooking compartment, insu- 
lation retaining heat in the ofl over- 
night. Cooking temperatures were 
automatically regulated by a float 
device, he said, while a simple clock- 
work mechanism kept the reflectors 
pointed to the sun.

Canvass of Members of the 
Board Shows Almost 
Unanimous Disapproval of 
28 Per Cent Reduction. 


NEW REORGANIZATION 
PROGRAM IS SOUGHT 


President of Bank and Physi-| Ways and Means Committee. 


| Hears Men’s Arguments— 
| Aloe Thinks Board Op- 
| poses Reduction. 


Inquiry by a Post-Dispatch report- 
'er among members of the Board of 
| Aldermen yesterday afternoon dis- 
closed that the Aldermen are virtu- 
ally unanimous in their opposition to 
the plan of Director of Public Safety 
McKelvey for reducing the pay of 
city firemen an average of 28 per 
cent and rigidly curtailing their priv- 


jileges, as a means of putting the 


eight-hour day into effect. 

A committee -from the Fire Fight- 
ers’ Union this afternoon met with 
the Ways and Means Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen. Comptrol- 
ler Nolte and President Aloe of the 
Board of Aldermen were present, and 
Aloe remarked, during the confer- 
ence, that he did not belfeve the 
Aldermen would vote for any plan 
‘to reduce the firemen’s salaries. 

Secretary Mulvoy of the union de- 
clared that before the eight-hour or- 
dinance was passed by the initiative 
at the last election the firemen had 
received assurances from city offi- 
cilals that the money would be found 
to put it into effect. Nolte demand- 


ed an instance of such assurance. 

“Mayor Kiel said that if the bill 
went through the city would have to 
get the money,” replied Mulvoy. 
“Well, I never said anything liko 
that,” rejoined Nolte. 

“No,” put in Edward Foristel, at- 
torney for the union, “but you said 


fyou would not do anything against 


us."" Nolte did not reply. 

He advised the firemen to call 
upon Director McKelvey and discuss 
with him their plan for adopting the 
twce-platoon system. Presidente 
Koeln of the union replied that Mc- 
Keivey had never zt >asul':i them 
about his plan, and that they would 
nor go over the heai of the Fire 
Chief to consult him. 
| “Well, I'll fix up a conference.” 
| said Nolte, and went to seo McKelvey 
irunediately. 

“We've got to do something im- 
mediately,”’ sald Aloe, “because the 
eight-hour ordinance is in effect, and 
the Law Department advises n> that 
every fireman could collect double 
time for overtime since April 15.” 

Those in close touch with the ait- 
uation do not believe that McKel- 
vey’s drastic proposal has any 
chance of adoption by the Board of 
Aldermen. The belief is growing that 
the city administration and the fire- 
men will compromise on the two- 
platoon system, whereby each man 
would work 24 hours continuously 
and be off 24. 

Charles Regli, secretary to former 
Chief Panzer, had werked out 4 
plan embodying the two-platoon 
'method, which, without dismissing 
any present members of the depart- 
ment and by emvloying 246 more, 
could be put rnto operation at an 
added annual expense of about 
$258,000. This is believed to have 
been the one approved by Panzer. 

The adoption of this program 
would be an tfronical sequel] to the 
dismissal of Chief Panzer, for it 
would mean that the Board of Alder- 
men had accepted Panzer’s idea in 
preference to McKelvey’s, although 
the reason McKelvey gave for dis- 
missing Panzer was that Panzer 
would not agree to McKelvey’s pro- 
gram. 

It has been stated by Edward W. 
Foristel, attorney for the union, that 
the two-platoon system could be in- 
augurated without violating the 
eight-hour ordinance, which was 
passed by the initiative at the last 
city election, and it is probable that 
the firemen will present @ compre- 
hensive scheme for establishing it 
when they meet the Ways and Means 
Committee this afternoon. 

The chief obstacle now apparent is 
the stand of the Board of Dstimate 
and Apportionment, and particularly 
that of Comptroller Nolte, that no 
more money will be available. 
believed, however, that if the alder- 
mien were found to be solidly aligned 
with the firemen on the subject, the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
men would likely find some means 
of digging up the necessary funds.

EARTH, IN A RACE 
| WITH COMET, WILL 
| TRY TO TRIP IT 


But Astral Wanderer Will Win 
Speed Test and Announce Vic- 
tory by Flipping Its Tail,

BERKELEY, Cal., April 27.—For 


a month this summer the earth wil! 
engage in a race with the periodic 
comet Pons-Winnec, and because it 


will have no chance to win it will 
endeavor, through his astral in- 
fluences, to “trip up” its gaseous 
rival, according to a report made 
public today by the observatory of 
the University of California. The 
earth will not get into the race until 
the comet has a lead of between 12,- 
000,000 and 20,000,000 miles, but 
then it will “put everything it has” 
into its test with the comet. 

The “tripping up” process, or per- 
turbations caused by the earth’s in- 
, fluence, will pull the comet away 
| from its course somewhat, but it will 
| continue to plunge along the cosmic 
| Speedway at an undiminished pace.

BONUS TO HE PAID- MAKERS 
OF CLOTH AT ATLANTA PRISOX 


Attorney-General Announces Pian to 
Stimulate Interest in Work and 
Net Prisoners a Profit.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—A 
bonus of 2 cents a yard is to be paid 
workers in the cloth manufacturing 
plant in Atlanta Penitentiary to en- 
courage the prisoners to take an in- 
terest in the work and learn a trade, 
it was announced by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Daugherty. H. H. Votaw, broth- 
er-in-law of the President, who is 
Federal Superintendent of Prisons, 
departed last night for Atlanta to 
inaugurate the system. 

The bonus, Daugherty explained, 
might be increased or lowered, ac- 
cording to the work turned out. On 
this basis, he said, it might mean 
from $2.60 to $8 a week which a 
man could earn and take away with 
him when he leaves the institution. 
At present, he added, a discharged 
convict gets his ticket home, a suit 
of clothes and $10. 


23 WIGHT RIDERS PLEAD

Another Power, Dr. Simons added, 
had offered its good offices, but its 
efforts were balked by the indiscre- 
tions of the German press. 

The Foreign Minister deciared it 
was the Government's duty to take 
its new step, not from fear of new 
penalties, but owing entirely to the 
false views entertained abroad re- 
garding the reparations question. 

Dr. Simons informed the Reich- 
stag that he had sought the counsel 
of an American attorney now in 
Berlin before drafting the appeal to 
President Harding. This statement 
caused a stir among both Deputies 
and spectators. (Special dispatches 
from Berlin recently have reported 
the presence there of several Ameri- 
cans who were sald to have been in 
consultations with Foreign Minister 
Simons, among these being Lafa- 
yette H. de Friese of New York, Dr. 
Richard Moldenke, a mining engi- 
neer and metallurgist of Watchung. 
N. J., and Ludwig M. Hoefler of San 
Francisoo. These Americans were 
said to have been in Berlin on an 
important business mission.) 

Defends Appeal to U. 8. 

The Foreign Minister expressed 
belief that the action of the Cabinet 
in this situation would ultimately re- 
ceive full approval. Defending his 
appeal to Washington, Dr. Simons 
said: 

“A state which is still at war with 
another state naturally cannot act as 
a mediator, but its leader can do so, 
and he is a man who is ardently 
championing the idea of arbitration 
and who is being advised by a dis- 
tinguished jurist. But we are not 
only addressing ourselves to these 
men personally, but also appealing 
to the principle of justice. 

“At present we must yield to the 
threats of the Reparations Commis- 
sion. We wanted to put our views 
clearly, hence we chose this form in 
accordance, not with German, but 
American, judicial opinion. I am 
convinced this step will be judged 
later differently than now. 

“When President Harding asked 
us to make proposals for negotia- 
tions submittable to the allies his 
Cabinet was obliged to act in accord- 
ance with the facts.

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American Flyer Tramps 
100 Miles Through Swamp 
in Escape From Bolsheviki 


Captain Cooper, 9 Months a Red Pitecnnes | 


Wrapped Feet in Rags After Giving

RIGA, April 27.—I have just lis- 
tened to a thrilling story of escape 
from a Moscow prison told by Capt. 
Merian C. Cooper, a flyer of the 
Kosciusko squadron, captured on the 
Polish front by Bolsheviki on last 
July 13, while making one of his 
daring attacks on Budenny’s Cos- 
sacks. The story is most remarka- 
ble for the true modesty of this real- 
ly brave man, unconscious of the 
tremendous risk of his enterprise. 
With the same modesty he does not 
complain of bad treatment and 
hardship, but speaks with great ani- 
mation of the sufferings of some 
other prisoners, Polish and especial- 
ly American. 

According to Capt. Cooper the 
hardest and most unfair case he 
knew was that of Capt. Kilpatrick 
of the American Red Cross. Capt. 
Cooper, who was at one time close 
to Capt. Kilpatrick in the same 
prison camp, says the latter was ill 
and suffering from the effects of 
bad food. Capt. Kilpatrick asked 
his fellow officer to send this mes- 
sage: “I was never engaged in the 
crimes nor any other activities, but 
only in Red Cross work. I was ar- 
rested 100 versts (about 60 miles 
behind the front and - imprisoned 
against any regulation of interna- 
tional law and Red Cross conven- 
tions. I demand that the American 
Government take steps for my re- 
lease.”” 

Three Attempts at Escape. 

This last was Cooper’s third at- 
tempt at escape, the first having 
been made only four days after his 
capture. His identity was never es- 
tablished and he was entered on the 
lists as a Polish soldier because of a 
name found on his underwear, 
which he got at Kieff from the 
American Red Cross. This was 
rather advantageous, because as an 
American officer he probably would 
have suffered a harder regime. To 
prove to the prison authorities he 
was a worker he showed his hands, 
which had been burned in an acci- 
dent on the Franco-German front. 
While telling his story he looked 
proudly at these hard tried hands. 

At first Capt. Cooper was at And- 
vonviesky Lager, together with Capt. 
Kilpatrick, where the regime was 
very strict, but three months ago he 
was transferred to Viadikinsky La- 


| ger, 


“the queen of prisons.” The 
regime there was much easier, and 
the American decided he could es- 
cape any time and only awaited fa- 
vorable weather. Capt. Cooper mod- 
estiy ascribes the success of his es- 
cape to two Polish officers, Sokolov- 
sky and Zaleveky, who speak Rus- 
sian perfectly. The three came into 
frequent contact with peasants, but 
pretended the two Poles were Aus- 
trian prisoners and Cooper a Ger- 
man. 

Used Hobo Shift. 


However, the Captain admits he 


was responsible for their applica- 
tion of American hobo methods of 
boarding freight trains nightly and 
jumping off at dawn. This helped 
them greatly, and they made the 
whole distance from Moscow to tne 
frontier in only nine days and. es- 
caped. They traveled without money, 
the only valuables in their posses- 
sion being a pipe Capt. Cooper re- 
ceived in prison. For this pipe, on 
which was mounted a smal! silver 
ring, they obtained six pounds of 
bread, three days’ rations. 

The peasants were very kind and 
ready to help, but would not give 
the fugitives a crust of bread with- 
out receiving in exchange cloth or 
shoes. They were obliged to trade 
the peasants all their clothing, and 
arrived here in rags and barefooted. 
Parting with their shoes was the 
hardest experience. Capt. Cooper 
had cut his shirt to rags to bind his 
feet, but said he suffered mostly 
from freezing feet, as the last 200 
versts (about 100 miles) they walked 
through deep swamps. 

After crossing the frontier, . they 
gave themselves up to the first Let- 
tish Guard they. met, who received 
them very suspiciously. - The author- 
ities would not believe they were of- 
ficers, and they slept two nights in 
a police station, when they finally 
identified themselves and were sent 
to Riga, where they arrived yester- 
day. 

Food Was Bad. 

Capt. Cooper said their prison 
treatment was as good as that in a 
German prison, but the food was 
very bad, only a half-pound of black 
bread, soup and kassa a day. 

As to the Bolshevik regime he 
believes it is going to stay, the only 
alternative being anarchy. . He says: 

“Before I was captured by the 
Bolsheviki I. was convinced a resto- 
ration was inevitable. Now I am sat- 
isfied no strong rival parties exist. 
It is no use to fool one’s self. The

“Hotel Crillon, Paris 
“Feb. 3, 1919. 
“My Dear Mr. President: 

“I am deeply interested, as vou 
know, in the constitution and pro- 
cedure of international courts of 
arbitration, and having participat- 
ed in five proceedings of this sort | 
I feel that I can speak with a | 
measure of authority. 

“In the first place let me say _ 
that a tribunal, on which repre- 
sentatives of the litigants sit as. 
judges, has not proved satisfac- 
tory even though the majority of 
the tribunal are nationals of other 
countries. However well prepared 
from experience on the bench to 
renfier strict justice, the litigants’ | 
arWitrators act in fact as advo- | 
cates. AS a consequence the neu- | 
tral arbitrators are decidediv hamp- 
ered in giving fuN and free ex- , 
pression to their views, and there 
is not that frank exchange of opin- 
ion which should characterize the 
conference of judges. It has gen- 
erally resulted in a compromise, 
in which the nation in the wrong 
gains a measure of benefit and the 
nation in the right is deprived of a 
part of the remedy to which it is 
entitled. In fact an arbitration 
award is more of a political and 
diplomatic arrangement than it is 
a judicial determination. I be- 
lieve that this undesirable result 
can be in large measure avoided by 
eliminating arbitrators of the liti- 
gant nations. It is only in the 
case of monetary claims that these 
observations do not apply. 

“another difficulty has been the 
method of procedure before inter- 
national tribunals. This does not | 
apply to monetary claims, but to | 
disputes arising out of boundaries, | 
interpretation of treaties, national | 
rights, etc. The present method of 
an exchange of cases and of coun- 
tercases is more diplomatic than 
judicial, since it does not put the 
patries in the relation of com- 
plainant and defendant. This re- 
lation ean in every case be estab- 
lished, if not by mutual agreement. 
then by some agency of the League 
of Nations charged with that duty. 
Until this reform of procedure 
takes piace there will be no defini- 
tion of issues, and arbitration will 
continue to be the long and elabor- | 
ate proceeding it has been in the | 
past. 

“There is another practical ob- 
stacle to international arbitration 
as now conducted which ought to 
be considered, and that is the cost. 
This obstacle does not affect 
wealthy nations, but it does pre- 
vent small and poor nations from 
resorting to it as a means of set- | 
tling disputes. Just how this can | 
be remedied I am not prepared to | 
say, although possibly the inter- | 
national support of al! arbitral | 
tribunals might be provided. At 
any rate, I feel that something 
should be done to relieve the great 
expense which now prevents many 
of the emalier nations from resort- 
ing to arbitration.

Lynchings Smallest Group. 

Lynchings, of which there have 
been 419 in Georgia since 1885 (a 
larger number than in any other 
State). form the smallest group of 
the charges of Gov. Dorsey. He laid 
more stress_on instances of peonage, 
among which was listed the Wil- 
liams’ case brought to.a climax. 
Still more stress is laid upon the 
driving away of negroes, instances 
of which embrace a number where- 
in the prosperity and industry of the 
victims seem to have been the occa- 
sion of offense. 

In the evidence offered appeared 
charges against the Ku Klux Klan as 
well as “White Caps” and “night 
riders.” One charge against thw 
Klan was discredited by the Sheriff, 
who was himself a member’ of it, 
however.
